SENTENCES 


COMMUTED 


Cairo, Dec, 13. 

The Egyptian Revolution 
Command Councli today 
commuted: to life imprison- 
ment with hard labour the 
death sentences passed on 
five members of’ the Moslem 
Brotherhood yesterday by 
the People’s Tribunal. 

The Council also confirmed 
sentences passed on other mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood at the 
trial. 

In addition to the five death 
sentences four were sentenced to 
hard labour for life, five’ to 15 
year’ hard labour and 17° Ps ten 

hard labour.
